Mr. Springer, of Lilmois, chairman of the 
Ways and means committoe, says, in an in- 
terview tonight, that Hill is the best and 
most available man for the democrats to 
nominate for president. 

Mr. Springer has for years been a.close 
persone! friend of Mr. Cleveland.- He is 
yet a great adwirer of the ex-president, but 
he does not believe him to be the mast 
available man for the nomination now, and 
he is not afraid to say so.

‘Until the meeting of the Albany con- 


yention it was not authoritatively determined 
what course would be pursued by the do- 
mocracy of New York as between Senator 
Hill and ex-President Cleveland. © 

“That question has now been settled. 

“The democracy of New York- has but 
one candidate, and for him their delegation 
has been instructed to vote as a unit, with 
unanimity rarely witnessed in state conven- 
tions. 

‘“Tfowever much the friends of Mr. Cleve- 
land in other states may regret thig action, 
they must, as democrats, accept it as final. 
It would be folly for other states to insist 
upon Mr. Cleveland’s nomination, when his 
own state has nunanimously declared for 
another. If Mr. Cleveland’s name is to be 
presented to the national. democratic con- 


‘yention, it must be presented by his own 


state. 
The Front Door, or Not at All. 

‘TIo must come in at the front door, if 
et all. I have always been a great admirer 
of Mr. Cleveland, and [I still retain my con- 
fidence in his nbility and in his devotion 
to the principles of the democratic party. 
These friends of his in New York -who 
propose to hold another convention, and 
send ancther set of delegates to the national 
convention, are doing him great injustice. 

‘Mr. Cleveland was elected president- of 


the United States by the democratic party, 


He was renominated, and the most stupend- 
ous efforts were put forth by democrats in 
every voting precinct in the United States 


“to secure his re-election. 


He Owes It to His Party. 

“We owes it now to the party that has 
been so true to him, having conferred 
apon him greater honors than upon any 
other living statesman, to abide by the 
action of the party in his state, and de- 
clare himself a democrat as loyal to dem- 
ocratic usages and organizations as to 
democratic principles. The democratic 
party at this time is earnestly endeavor- 
ing to reinstate itself in power. This can 
only be done by united and determined 
action. 

No Favor for Bolters. 

‘*Bolters will find no favor with the 
democratic masses, whether they be in 
New York or elsewhere. Democratic unity 
is essentiai to democratic success. 

“In view of dissensions in the state of 
New York between the friends of Cleve- 
land and Hill,”’ resumed Chairman Springer, 
‘it may be deemed necessary for the de- 
mocracy of other states to select our presi- 
dential candidate elsewhere. In doing this, 
the democratic party need offer no apology 
to New York. It is the right and duty of 
the democratic party to select that man 
for its standard bearer who, fitness being 
conceded, will be the most available. For- 
tunately we have no lack of available can- 
didates outside of New York, and if it be- 
comes necessary to secure harmony, and in 
order to make success certain, some one of 
the available candidates elsewhere will and 
ought to be selected. 

It May Be Palmer. 

“In this connection the democracy of IIli- 
nois will undoubtedly present a-candidate in 
every way fitted for the position—one whose 
record and abilities commend him to the 
support and confidence of all true democrats. 
Under the leadership of General John M. 
‘Palmer, the democracy in the state of Illi- 
mois has already redeemed the state from 
republican rule. He has been elected United 
States senator, and legislative candidates 
pledged to his support received over 
thirty thousand majority popular votes, 
and at the same election fourteen demo- 
crats out of the twenty members to which 
Illinois is entitled were elected to the lower 
house of congress. 

“It is the opinion of democrats generally 
in Illinois and many well-informed re- 
peblicans, that if he is nominated for the 
presidency, he will receive the electoral 
yote of that state. 

“The state convention which is to as- 
semb'c on the 27th of April will un- 
doubtedly send a solid delegation to the 
national convention, instructed to vote as 
& unit for his nomination, and with this 
endorsement, and with the feeling of un- 
certainty which exists as to the condition 
of the party in the state of New York, 
his nomination is not only possible, but I 
think probable. 

Indebted to Senator Hill. 

“The democracy of the country is indebted 
to Senator Hill for calling an early conven- 
tion in the state of Now York, in order that, 
between this time and the meeting of the 


pational convention next June, there may be | 


ample time to consider the availability of 
presidential candidates without reference to 
the possibility of Cleveland’s candidacy. It 
would have been unfortunate, indeed, if the 


‘ New York convention had been put off until! 


after the many states in the union had in- 
structéd tlieir delegates to vote for Clove- 
land, and then, at that late day, the party 


had beon suddenly apprised of the fact that 
it must make another selection. 
Harmony Must Preval}, 

“There is one thing, however, which is 
of the utmost importance at this time, and 
that is, there should be harmony and good 
fecting among the democrats in making 
the choice of af presidential candidate. 
There is no ground for division or dissen- 
sion in the democratic party. It is the 
right “of every locality to present its 
fayorite son—if I may be pardoned for 
using that term—and to urge, inside of the 
Organization and by the recognized usages, 
his selection, and it is the: duty. of all 
democrats, when the nomination is made, 
to give the ticket, Whoever the nominee 
may be, an earnest and cordail support.” 

The Effort Against Silver. 

The effort of the anti-free coinage men of the 
honse to stave off the silver question will be 
smashed within less than thirty-six hours. A 
caucus of the democrats of the houso has been 
calied for tomorrow night to consider this 
question, and at that caucus, although the 
fight will bo bitter, it will be decided to bring 
the silver bill to the front, and pass it through 
the hovse. On Friday morning a meoting of 
the coinmittee on rules will probably be called, 
and the order of business in the house decided 
upon. Tho speaker is a free coinage man, the 
majority, of the democrats of the house aro for 
free coinage, and he believes the majority 
shoutd rule. He will, therefore, favor tho 
fixing of a date within a reasonable time for 
the consideration of this- question by the 
house, and such a report will be made 
from the common rules. That is all the free 
coinage men ask. They have never had the 
faintest idea of antagonizing the tariff with 
the silver question. They look upon the tariff 
as the great question of the country, but they 
consider silver, likewise, a great question, and 
are deterinined that it shall not be smothered. 
The silver bill might’be taken up next week, 
and passed. Again, it might be postponed 
until after the passage of the wool bill, but 
certain it is the silver bill will not be smoth- 
ered. It wi!] pass the house, and the chances 
are it will likewise pass the senate. Then Mr. 
Harrison will find himself in the very embar- 
rassing position of eithor having to sign or 
veto it. 

Another Ramored Retirement. 

Harrison’s cabinet seems to be badly split 


up. Every day there are rumors of changes. 


They are always denied, but there seems to be 
too much smoke for an entire absonce of fire. 
The latestis that Secretary of the Interior 
Noble is growing tired of his portfolio, and 
has expressed a desire to the president to be 
anpointed minister to France, to succeed 
Whitelaw Reid. Inthe event of Noble’s re- 
tirement, itis said that Land Commissioner 
Carter, of Montana, will be appointed his suc- 
cessor. 
Spenker Crisp’s Return. 

Speaker Crisp returned from Fortress Mon- 
roe this morning with his family. While the 
speaker was quite ill there forseveral days, he 
returns much improyed, and presided over the 
house today. The reports that he will leavo 
for Florida at once aro untrue. While he is 
yet weak from his long illness, he believes he 
can regain his strength as rapidly here as any- 
where, and he will remain at his post of duty. 
He is anxious that this congress shall transact 
the business before it and adjourn early in the 
eummer, instead of running through to fall, as 
the last two congresses have done.

CLEVELAND’S CANDIDACY 


Is Announced Authoritatively by Frank 
Hurd. 


ToLEpo, O., February 24.—Hon. Frank H. Hurd, 
of this city, today announces that he will be a 
candidate for delegate at large from Ohio to the 
national democratic convention, and that if so 
appointed he will place Grover Cleveland in nomi- 
nation before that body. He also says that there 
will be within a few days a conference of 
leading Ohio democrats, including ex-Governor 
Campbell and Congressman Harter, to organize 
the party for Cleveland and tariff reform and 
against free silver coinage. Mr. Hurd went to 
Ann Arbor on the 22d to meet Mr. Cleveland, 
and announces authoritatively that the latter is a 
candidate for the democratic nomination. 


New York Republicans, 

New YORK, February 24.—The republican state 
committee will meet at the Fifth Avenue hotel next 
Monday to fix the date and place for the state 
convention which will elect delegates to the re- 
publican national convention. There i3 no secrecy 
about the work of the committee. One of the mem- 
bers said today that the executive committee had 

ractically decided that the convention would be 
1eld in Albany on May 4th, and that there was no 
likelihood that the full committee would change 
the programme. 


Endorsed Harrison. 

DecATUR, Ala., February 24.—The republicans 
of the eighth congressional district met here 
today, and R. W. Austin was nominated for con- 
gress andelected delegate to the national con- 
vention unanimously. F.C. Ashford was made 
delegate and A. W. McCullough and C. L. Done- 
an alternates, and J. M. Hinds district delegate. 
Iarrison’s administration was endorsed and the 
Mosely and Parson faction condemned for at- 
tempting to control the convention and local 
patronage. 


Getting Ready for the Chicago Convention. 

CuicaGco, February 21.—After a long and 
heated discussion the local democratic committee 
appointed to confer with representatives of the 
national committee has decided to accept the 
proposition of the national committce for the 
division of tickets of admission to the convention 
hall. The agreement reached will give the na- 
tional committee 12,000 seats for distribution and 
the local committee 3,000. If the size of the hall 
to be constructed admits of more than 15,000 seats 
the additional seats will be distributed, one-fifth 
tothe local and four-fifths to the national com- 
mittce. 


Foll Black and Semi-Shaded. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., February 24.—[{Special.] 
A special to The Press tells of a stormy political 
set-to at Decatur today. There are two factions 
or rather shades of color inthe republican gang 
of that section. One is negro and the otheris 
more negro.

Is Now Fairly Launched Oat Upon the 
Sea of- Politics. 


HACUNE APPEARS AS LEADER, 


And Puts the Machinery ofthe Craft 
in Motion. 


THE MEANING IT MAY HAVE 


Inthe Four Years It Will Require for 
Its Final Development and 
Strongth., 


Sr. Lovrs, Mo., February 24.—[Special.J— 
Tho third party was today born of the indus- 
trial conference. 


The manner of its appearance was 4 little | 


different from that at first predicted. 

The southern delegates, like Livingston, 
who are under obligations to the democratic 
party, were let down easy. 

The conference, having done all it could to 
prepare the way for a third party without 
actually resolving itself into one, stepped aside 
and let the new organization spring into life 
in a mass meeting composed of individuals 
who were a few m'‘iuntes before sitting as rep- 
resentatives of tiic industrial organization. 
Tho industria! conference adjourned sine die 


at 6:22 o’clock, and at 6:23 o’clock General . 


Weaver was in the chair calling to order the 
mass meoting which set the machinery of a 
new party in motion. 

The Part Macuno Played.’ 

It is-well here to stop and glance at the po- 
sition of Dr. Macune, whose strategic mind 
has guided thisnew movement throagh the 
struggling years of its first existence to the con 
summation of its development asa political 


party. He was conservative when the bal 


ance of power in the southern alliance ren- 


‘dered it perilous for the order to come out of 


the chrysalis of a secret organization, bat now, 
when that period is past and the southern al- 
liance is, at best, a-minority of the great in- 
dustrial union which formulates a new polit 
ical creed, it is Macune that steps boldly from 
his long reserve, and addressing the adjourned 
conference as fellow citizens, calls tpon the 
individuals composing it to resolve themselves 
into a new party. 

Dr. Macune has been through a period cf 
storm and stress, and has borne, with infinite 
patience abuse that would have turned most 
men aside from their purpose. Now, at last, 
it appears that the game is worth the candle. 
While silence and apparent subordination 
served his purpose, he has permitted more 
noisy men to control, but at the moment when 
the new craft is launched into an uncertain 
sea Macune again grasps the helm. 

What Is His Purpose? 

What, then, is his purpose? Appareritly, 
he does not seek office, but here, as elsewiiere, 
the art isin conceaiing the art. Doubtless he 
is perfectly willing for Polk to be the figure- 
head that will go down in defeat in 1892, but 
the far-sighted man sees, by thefunion of the 
producers, a basis of finaltriumph. It is the 
saine fight thot may be seen in the history of 
almost every country, and in one way or 
another, the plebian movements have gener- 
ally succeeded. The principle of growth is 
there, the bud of promise for Maciwne’s politi- 
cal ambition. This year it germinates, and 
four years hence it mayj{be a full-blown flower. 
When it does come to fruition, Macune, so far 
as human eye Can see, will be the first to sip in 
the sweets. 

The Strength of the Movement. 

But the ambition of one man is too small to 
measure this industrial movement, notwith- 
standing the presence of proper delegations in 
the conference, and in spite of the encumber- 
ance ofthe cranks and politicians, ithas shown 
surprising growth at each successive stago. 
Whatever may be said of tbe eternal 
principles of democracy, or the conserving in- 
fluence of republicanism there is in this move- 
ment the dynamic elementof reform, a force 
whichis strong in proportion to the resistance 
it encounters, and carries with it an en- 
thusiasm akin to that of aroligious war. It 
gathers the producing classes into 
its creed as the animals were gathered intothe 
ark, the farmer, the laborer and socialist after 
his kind. The female suffragists and the 
Woman’s Christian Temperance Union are 
recognized. The new party will not carry 
many statesthis year, but will get a large 
yotein the south, with a fighting chance for 
success in Nebraska, Kansas and South Da- 
kota. In the southern states the alliance, 
even in Georgia, has lost some of its member- 
ship of late because of the prospects of its 
giving birth toa third party. Nevertheless, 
the new party will give the democrats plenty 
to do this year. 

Bidding for the Convention. 

For the third party convention Omaha, St. 
Louis, Indianapolis, Birmingham and Atlanta 
are considered. If it should go to Atlanta 
politics woukl be red-hot in Georgia. Living- 
ston objects to the railroad plank and the 
pension resolution. He says the money plank 
of the Farmers’ Alliance differs little from 
that of the democratic party. In his speech 
yesterday, le said to the convention: 

“Tf I stand on the Ocala platform, what 
difference does it make about my politics and 
religion?” On this idea he thinks he can 
stand consistently in the democratic party, but 
says that ifthe democratic party does not de- 
clare for financial reform it will go to pieces, 
Mr. Moses has pulled clear away from the 
political section of the alliance. 


Mistakes of the Convention. 

Like Macune, General Weaver and Ig- 
natius Donnolly, the conference has made some 
egregrious tactical mistakes. The seating of 
the accredited delegates of Georgia without 
the farce of eleven negro votes cast by a white 
man, ® White man's credentials, would 
have disarmed criticism in that state, and 
would have given the alliancemen a strong in- 
clination te go with their western brethren. 
But this mockery of representation, with the 
conspicuous neglect of the credentials com- 
mittee, and the failure of the conference to 
purge itself of paper delegations, will be a 
stench in the nostrils of fair-minded men. 

The secretary of the convention stated that 
there were, at least, a hundred alleged dele- 
gates sitting in the conference who were not 
entitled to seats, and nobody challenged the 
statement. This blot on the proceedings will 
discredit before the country the proceed- 
ings of a body which contained a large num- 
ber of earnest and honest men and the 
presumption will always prevail that 
the action might have been different 
in some respects, notably on woman suffrage, 
ifthe Farmers’ Alliance had been allowed _ to 
cast a vote in proportion to its mem ip. 
It suited the purpose of the western meh and

The Southern Men Had Left. 


When the couvention adjourned sine dia, 
some of the southern delegates, including 

ost of the Georgia delegation, had left the 
hail, McDowell, of Tewnessee, was gone, aud 
some of his state delegation: Here and there 
seats were empty. 2 ; 

Of those remaining a few left the 
room when the mass meeting began. 
From Gedrgia, Ellington, Post and 
Branch remained. It was reserved 
for Mr. Branch, at the moment. when-the en- 
thusiasm was at its height, to climb up on the 
Stage and einbrace Ignatiua Donnelly. On 
that august occasion Mr. Donnelly stood near 
the frout of.the platform, and the gentlewan 
from Georgia throwing his arms around the 
fat orator presented to the audi 
ence the gaine part of his 
person which, on a less happy occasion, was 
presented to his grandmotler's slipper. This 
was, perhaps, the first tremor of the Donnelly 
beom for the presidential nomination of the 
new party, but it is to be hoped that the 
Shakespearean scholar who drew up that 
splendid piece of invective in the preambie, 
Will reach a day of Jarger things than that 
which’ brought the gentleman from Georgia 
weeping on -his neck. 

The Protest of Mr. Moses. 


Mr.’"Moses did good service for Georgta today 
by his exposure of the paper delogation from 
that state. Twenty votes were cast for Geor- 


‘gia inthe conference. Of these, only five 


were the chosen representatives of the Geor- 
gia alliancemen. One man—Gilmore—cast 
eleven votes for the negro alliance, on creden- 
tials signed by R. H. Humphréy, of Texas. 
Gilmore is a white man, lately came from 
England, and on credentialssigned by a Texan 
represents the negroes of Georgia, casting 
more than twice the votes of the accredited 
représentatives of the white Farmers’ Alliance. 
As Mr. Wilson pithily exposed it, Georgia was 
op ggne by eleven negro votes in one white 
skin. . 

Mr. Moses told the convention, and pande- 
monium reigned again. The convention was 
nearly swamped by paper delegations of all 
sorts. They were there claiming to represent 
the laboring men, and Mr. Powderly demanded 
that the body be purged. He went so far as 
to name two men from New York, Corsey and 
Gallahee, and demand their expulsion. 
Later in the day” a_ professional 
labor agitator, Swain, of 5t. Louis, 
who is an ex-member of .the Missouri 
legis:ature, attempted to take part in the pro- 
ceedings, and was forcibly ejected from the 
hall by a burly Texan nained Peters.. Seyeral 
others had their credentials challenged, and 
only the constant disorder protected them. 
At one time, when the attempt was made to 
oa!l the roll of states, the convention got into 
an almost hopeless maze, which came near 
breaking it up in disorder. It was only 
cleared by the withdrawal of the Knights of 
Labor and the Farmers’ Alliance from the 
hall to caucus and agree on a compromise 
upon the woman’s suffrage resolution. 


The Negroes Aro Mad. 


Ricbardson, the superintendent of the 
Georgia negro alliance, is incensed at tl 
mannerin which Humphries issued credentialk, 
to men who do not represent the order, and he ' 
and his associates have called a convention of 
the negro alliance in another city yet to bo 
named. The call says: 

‘‘We appeal to every colored man in America 
to connect himself with our organization. The 
only hope of the negro race in America is to 
unite as a body in this, our great struggle. We 
pledge ourselves to vote for that party which 


recognizes us as men, regardless of color. We 


issue a call to all colored alliances and labor 
organizations to mect with us. ~ & 
city yet to be named by our acting 
general superintendent. We furthermore 
elect the following to serve until we can have 
a full representation: J. L. Moore, of Florida; 
H. D. Cassdall, of Missouri; L. D. Larned, of 
Louisiana; W. H. Warwick, of Virginia; W. 
A. Pattillo, of North Carolina; J. W. Carter 

of Georgia; E. S. Richardson, of Georgia; 
Acting General Superintendent J. F. Was- 
sengton, of Alabama; J. L. Moore, secretary.”’ 
’ ‘This convention is likely to be called at At- 
lanta. 


The Date of the Convention. 


At midnight the committee, with full au- 
thority from the convention, or mass meeting, 
was in session with the people’s party national 
committee, agreeing upon a date and place for 
the national presidential nominating conven- 
tion. May 4th and 24th were each favored. 

July 4th was finally selected as the date, the 

lace for holding the convention being left to 

chosen by a subcommittee of ten to be ap- 
pointed by Mr. Tauboneck, of Illinois. Omaha 
and Kansas City, Kan., were favorably men- 
tioned. The later date was given preference 
over May 24th, for one reason. because it was 
alleged an early date might bein the interes’ 
of Leland Stanford as arepublican presidential 
possibility, and in addition July 4th would af- 
ford an opportunity to see what the enemy 
will do. 

The Platform Read, 

The platform is as foliows: 

This first great labor conference of the United 
States and of the world, representing all divisions 
of urban and rural organized industry, assembled 
in national congress, invoking upon its action the 
blessing and protection of Almighty God, put 
forth to and for the producers of the nation, this 
declaration-.of. union and independence. These 
conditions, which surround us best justify our 
co-operation. We meet in the midst of a nation 
brought to the verge of moral, political and mate- 
rial ruin. Corruption demands the ballot box, 
legisiatures, congress, and touches even the 
ermine of the bench. The people are demoral- 
ized. Many of the states have been compelled to 
isolate their voters at tho polling places, 
in order to prevent universal = intimi- 
dation or bribery. Newspapers are subsidized, 
or muzzied, public opinion siienced, business 

rostrated, our homes covered with mortgages, 
abor impoverished and land concentrating in the 
hands of capitalists. Urban workmen are denicd 
the right of organ‘zation for self-protection, im- 

orted pauperized labor beats down their wages, a 
Rirolin standing army, unrecognized by our lawa, 
is established to shoot them down, antl they are 
rapidly degenerating to European conditions. 

The fruits of the toil of millions are bodily 
stolon to build up coloseal fortunes, unprece- 
dented in the history of the world, while their 
possessors despise the republic and endanger lib 
erty. From the same prolific womb of govern- 
mental injastice breed two great classes—paupers 
and millionaires. National power to create money is 
appropriated to enrich bondholders. Silver, 
which has been accepted as coin since the dawn 
of history, has been demonetized to add to the 
oo power of gold, by decreasing the 
value of all forms of property, a8 well as putting 
Jaborandthe supply of currency,and is purposely 
abridged to fatten usurers, bankrupt enterprise 
and enslave industry. 

Axngxst conspiracy against mankind has been 
organized on the two continents, and is taking 
possession of the world. If not mere endeavor 
thrown at once. It forebodes terrible social con- 
vulsions, the destruction of civilization or the es- 
tablishment of an absolute despotism. 

In this crisis of human affairs, intelligent 
working people and producers of*the United 
States have cume together in the name of peace, 
order and society to defend liberty, prosperity 
and anton We declare our union and inde- 
pendence. We assert our purpose throughout a 
political organization which represents our prin- 
ciples. 3 We charge that the controlling influences 
dominating the old political parties, have allowed 
existing dreadful conditions to develop without 
serious effortto restrain or preventthem. Nei- 
ther do they now intend to accomplish reform. 
They have agreed together to ignore, in the com- 
ing campaign, every issue but one, a eee 
to drown out the cries of the plundered people 
with the uproar of a shim battle over the tariff, so 
that corporations, national banks, rings, trusts, 
“watered stock,” demonetization of silver and the 
oppression ofgusurers may all be lost sight of. 

ey propose to sacrifice our homes and children 
upon the altar of mammon; to destroy hopes of 
multitudes in order to secure corruption funds 
trom the great lords of plunder. 

We assert thata political organization repre- 
senting the political principles hereif stated, is 
meceeeery to redress the grievances of which we 
complain. 

Assembled on the anniversary'of the birth of the 
illustrious man who led the first great revolution 
on this continent against oppression; filled with 
the sentiments which actuated that grand gener- 
ation, we seek to restoresthe governme of the 
republic to the hand of the “plain people” with 
whom it originated.

THE WOMAN'S PUNY LITTLE HUSBAND 


Seems to Be but a Pliant Tool In the 
Hands of a Wicked and 
Wily Wife. 


ABINGDON, Va., February 24.—[Specia!.]—

The Letters Destroyed. 

As bas been stated, a correspondence of 
several years’ length had beeh carried on be- 
tween Baker and Mrs. Gilmer. She was 
shrewd enough to destroy those written by 
him, but hers were found. They were read 
in court-today. They divulged many secrets. 
He poisoned his wife, so the inference is,’and 
then gave her poisonous medicine with which 
to destroy the lifa of her innocent and un- 
suspecting partner. ° 

These letters ceptained burning sentences of 
untiring love. She said: 

“T have given the medicine, and it is having 
the desired effect, He grows weaker, says he 
is undone, broke up, his manhood is disappear- 
ing. Medicine depsesses his nervousness; he 
thinks he has Brizht’s disease. Now, darling, 
you will doasIsay. We will have it all our 
own way in less then a month.”’ 

When the prosezution began to ask Mrs. 
Gilmer to explain certain clauses in these let- 
ters, after they were read, she could not do tt. 

“You spoke of failing to fulfill your prom- 
ise, Mrs. Gilmer. What promise do you refer 
to?’’ asked the prosecution. 

She objected to answer, and said to answWor 
would tend to disgrace and criminate her. 

An Exciting Incident. 

At this point an argument began, which 
lasted more than an hour. Excitement ran 

igh. The lie was given. 

“If you mean tosay that Ispeak falsely,’’ 
said Mr. Nyson, of the prosecution, to Mr.

These were not love letters, but 
were lotters of censure and criticism. 

“Why did you betray me?” seemed to be 
written between the lines. ‘Tomorrow the de- 
fense will take the witness. 


THE LOSS OF HIS FORTUNE 


Drove Colonel Edwards, of Spartanburg, to 
Suicide. 

SPARTANBURG, 8S. C., February 24.—[Special.}—

Suicided by shooting himself with a pistol. The 
ball entered just abore the right ear, causing 
immediate death. @slonel Edwards for several 
months has been cick with the grip, and has 
been very low spirited.

Townes, with a cowhide. 

Almost instantly a man ran across Market 
street to the scene of war. He had bad inten- 
tions and a heavy stick. The doctor had red 
whiskers anda pair of gold-rimmed spectacles. 
They rushed together, and held each other in a 
fondembrace. They struggicd, fought, reeled. 
The doctor downed his opponent, and the crowd 
which had gathered around the combatants 
cheered the performance. Officer Rape came 
upon the scene at this pointand took the circus 
under control. No damage had been done. The 
doctor regained his broken spectacles and sought 
his office, followed by a few friends and a Con- 
STITUTION reporter 

“IT do not know the people,” said Dr. 
Townes. “Saturday night I was called 
to attend their little child. I went 
out and left the child resting easy. I 
made several visits afterwards. Monday Dr. Gas- 
ton told me the child was dead. That isall lI 
knew of the case until 1 was attacked by the 
woman with a cowhide.” 

The parents were crazed with grief over the 
death of the child, and it is said that the husband, 
having an erroneous idea of the doctor’s treat- 
meet, bad been on the warpath for the doctor for 
two days. The doctor could easily have hyrt his 
opponent badly, but he was contented with de- 
fending himself from the assault.

Townes was treating his child for irritation of 
the stomach, and gave it medicine containing a 
large per cent of alcohol,so much that it threw 
the child into ms, from which it never recov- 
ered.

WILL DIE GAME. 


Tom Hendricks, the Desperado, Defles 
Four Counties, 


AND SAYS HE’LL DIE WITH HIS BOOTS ON. 


A Story of the Mullen Outlaw Which 
Reads JLike a Genuine 
Dime Novel. 


SytvaniA, Ga., February 24.—[Special.]— 
Sheriff L. B. Brooker returned Saturday night 
from Emanuel county, where he went to cap- 
ture Thomas Kendricks, one of tho most des- 
perate and utterly fearless negroes that ever 
carried a Winchester. Mr. Brooker did not 
bring Kendricks back with him, but he relates 
a most thrilling story of how this dare-devil 
escaped from the posse that surrounded him 
when escape seemed impossible. It rivals 
some of Jesse James’s hairbreadth advent- 
ures, 

A Reckless Confession. 

Kendricks is a large, muscular mulatto, 
weighing about three hundred pounds. Some 
time ago he was tried forthe murder of a 
negro in Emanuel county. The evidence was 
all circumstantial and he was acquitted. Just 
after the verdict was rendered, he asked his 
lawyerin the courthouseif he could ever be 
tried again for the crime. The lawyer told 
him no, andhe said: "Well, I did kill the 
d—d rascal, and there’s moreof them I’m 
going to kill.”” This shows the character of 
the man. A month or two ago Kendricks got 
intoa fussin Millen and shotthe marshal, 
Mr. Meads. He was arrested and incarcerated 
in the jail here, but soon concocted a plan, 
with the two-other negroes who were in there 
with him, for escape, which they successfully 
carried out one morning about 9 o’clock, when 
the sheriff went down to feed thom. 

Leseiged by Four Counties. 

Since that time Kendricks has been at large, 
but last week he was heard fromin Emanuel 
county, and Sheriff Brooker, with a posse of 
men from Millen, among them the marshal, 
went over totake him. They surrouded the 
house where he bad taken shelter before day- 
light last Thursday morning, and remained 
thore behind trees and other things all during 
that day trying to get him to surrender, and 
ever and anon perforating the house with bul- 
lets. Kendricks would return the fire, and 
warned them not to come about him. Gov- 
ernor Northen was telegraphed by Shoriff 
Brooker, and askedif he had any objections 
to the house being set on fire, as the owner 
had given his consent. The governor replied 
that the sheriff’s duties were laid down by 
the law, and that he cou!d not add to or take 
from them. 

The House Set on Fire. 

So Friday morning about 3 o’clock the house 
was set on tire by saturated kerosene bal!s, and 
with cocked guns the beseiging party awaited 
the doomed negro. The desperado, when it 
bocame too hot for him in the house, shouted, 
‘Look out, I’m coming,’’ and rushed out, firing 
ashe went. He bit the marshal of Millen 
again, making a flesh wound in the arm, 
and ran the gauntlet successfully, al- 
though many shots were fired after him. It 
was in the night and no one could hope to 
successfully follow him, nor did any one wish 
particularly to do so—an encounter with the 
outlaw in the woods not being a very pleasant 
thing to contemplate. So Tom Kendricks is 
still at large with his Winchester rifle—per- 
haps the bravest, most powerful and dangerous 
negro in Goorgia. 
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THE TRESTLE BURNERS, 


Who W!ll Be Tried at the Coming Term 
of Washington Superior Court. 

SANDERSVILLE, Ga., February 24.—[Specia}.}— 
The spring term of Washington superior cour 
will convene Monday, March 7th. We learn that 
there is a reasonably fair amount of civil business 
to be looked after during the term, and itis 
hoped that those interested will have the business 
insuch shape that the court will be ableto run 
without friction and tedious delays. Thisis partic- 
ulariy the Bentiment of taxpayers, for superior 
courts are more or less burdensome, financially, at 
best.

tT WAS FOUND IN WHITE COUNTY.

The W orld’s Fair Committee on Minesand 
Mining LLolds an Important Meeting 
at the Statehouse. 


A big handful of solid, pure gold nuggets 
were spread out upon Governor Northen’s 
desk at the capitol yesterday. 

Mr. John Martin, who lives in Gainesville, 
is the man who brought them there and placed 
them on exhibition before the members of the 
world’s fair committe on mines and mining. 

The nuggets, about fifty in number, average 
abonat five pennyweights, though some of them 
are much larger. One of them was nearly the 
size of a hen’s egg, and weighed a good deal 
more than fifty pennyweights. It was a beauty. 

Mr. Martin says these nuggets are found in 
great quantities on his landin White county, 

ust at the head of the famous Nacoochee val- 

ey. He says heowns 4,000 acres in one body, 
and all of itabounds in rich gold veins. He has 
not yet putin thorough machinery for mining 
bis gold, but for the past three months has had 
a number of hands at work there digging up 
the rich ore. The nuggets, which are as pure 
apd as brightand yellow as gold can be, were 
all picked up in washing out the ore that Mr. 
Martin is mining. 

The handful of nuggets which Mr. Martin 
brought to Atlanta yesterday are valued at 
geveral hundred dollars in the rough, Mr. 
Martin is a member of the world’s fair com- 
mittee on mines and mining, and should he 
add nothing more to make the mineral display 
attractive than his big handful of Georgia 
gold nuggets he will doenough to turn many 
an eye to this state.

Mr. Waiterson on the Situation. 

Mr. Cleveland has not had a more zealous 

or amore influential advocate than Editor 
Henry Watterson, of The Courier-Journal. 
It is true that he has not carried his advo- 
eacy tothe point of saying—as some other 
democratic editors have said—that defeat 
with Cleveland is better than success with- 
out him. ILiis atti:ude has been reasonable 
and conservative, but it has not been less 
potent on that account. In spite of his 
preference for Mr. Cleveland, Mr. Watterson 
is prompt to recognize the fact that the ex- 
president is no longer to be regarded by the 
democratic party as an available candidate. 
He says in The Courier-Journal: 

The democrats of the unien shou'd meet the act 
of the New York democrats in setting Mr. Cleve- 
land aside, ofiicially,as it were, and advancing 
Mr. Hitlto the party leadership—for this is the 
meaning of the work Cone yesterday at AlLbany— 
with ail possible consideration. We must treat it 
fairiy. It is not the part of wisdom, nor is it just 
or prudent to fy intoa passion about it; to assail 
ite authors and to abuse its subject. They are ail 
democrats. Itis a legitimate movement. Many 
as may be the reasons for respecting those deino- 
crats who protest against If, they represent a mi- 
nority, according to the record; and party discip- 
Mne, indispensabie to results, can not be main- 
tained if the will of the majority, ascertained by 
constitutienal methods, is not accepted as the 
law. Muchas weowe the mugwumps, so-called, 
and greatly 2s we may desire and need their con- 
tinted alliance and co-operation, they are 
and do not claim to be, democrats, and we cannot 
regard their wishes as paramount, or look to their 
op:nions first and turemost in selecting a national 

ticket. Before ail else, our duty, as 
democrats, is to ourseives and to one another. 

Mr. Watterson sees what every sensible 
democrat must see, that the action of the 
demecratic party in New York state dis- 
poses of Mr. Cleveland as an available can- 
didate, but he fails to see that the elimina- 
tion of Mr. Cleveland makes Mr, Hill a de- 
sirable candidate. He believes that the 
party will have to turn to some other can- 
didate, and the reasons he gives are inter- 
esting. They are interesting because they 
resolve themselves into fine-spun theories 
that can have little or noinfluence on the 
preliminaries of a campaign or on the cam- 
paign itself, 

It is clear to us that Mr. Watterson has 
taken small note of the movement away 
from the Cleveland ideal in polities that has 
been going on in the democratic party since 
1888. It had begun prior to that as the re- 
suit showed. Mr. Cleveland not only failed 
to carry New York—he failed to carry In- 
diana, and the election returns show only 
too plainly a falling off inthe democratic 
vote in all directions. 

Political ideals will do very well to talk 
about and to write about, but they have 
mever materialized to any extent in this 
country, where the main business of con- 
tending parties istocnter intoa more or 
Jess heated scramble for yotes. It bas been 
80 since the days of Washington, and it wi!! 
continue to be so. One has only to glance 
at the files of old newspapers to discover 
that the politics of this country has been, 
from the beginning, desperately practical. 
We have our ideals, to be sure, and it is 
well that we should. They make life com- 
fortable and suffuse our dreams; they shed 
a halo onour thoughts and motives, and 
minister to our aesthetic tastes. But when 
the main business begins we reverently tuck 
them away—Mr. Watterson with the rest of 
ws—until the rough-and-tumble contest is 
over. ) 

The movement away from€Mr. Cleveland 
began, as we have said, prior to the cam- 
paign of 1888, and the results of it were 
plainly shown in the ontcome of that con- 
test. It was accelerated by the anti-silver 
letter which Mr. Cleveland contributed to 
the reform club. It has been increasing 
ever since. Prominent alliancemen—men 
who are democrats as well as alliancemen— 
gay that the nomination of Mr. Cleveland 
would drive the farmers of the south into 
the third party. Making due allowance for 
the exaggerations of speech that belong to 
human frailty, we know that the democratic 
alliancemen of Georgia are opposed to the 
nomination of Mr. Cleveland. We have 
been aware of this fact for some time. 
What is true of Georgia is undoubtedly true 
of the democratie alliancemen of the other 
southern states. We know, moreover, that 
the only way to prevent the drift of these 
voters into the third party is for the demo- 
crats to nominate a man who has given evi- 
dence that. he is favorably inclined toward 
the measures of relief, financial and other- 
wise, which they deem necessary to their 
welfare. These are facts of such serious im 
port that the democratic national conven- 
tion cannot afford to ignore them. 

Mr. Watterson says that ‘‘the disaster of 
1888, however wrongfully ascribed to Mr. 
Hill, rankles in many a democratic mem- 
ory.”’ Perhaps there are fewer tl!-informed 
democrats than Mr. Watterson supposes. 
Certainly no sensible democrat believes that 
Mr. Hillis responsible for Mr. Cleveland’s 
defeat in New York. The suggestion would 
be idiotic unless we also ascribe to Mr. Hill 
the concurrent democratic lapse in Connec- 
ticut, New Jersey, Delaware, Maryland and 
Indiana. The charge either has nothing to 
go on or it has everything. Mr. Hill is 
either reaponsible for the falling off in the 
democratic vote in all the states where that 
most interesting phenomenon occurred, or 
he is responsible for it in none. The slander 
is of republican origin, and it is singular 
thaf it should pay such a tribute to Mr, 
Hill’s power and influence, 

‘It is hard lines to Mr. Cleveland,” says 
Mr. Watterson, ‘‘that he is not as strong at 
ome as he iselsewhere. Because of this

he must stand aside. Mr. Hill is strong in 
New York, ut he is weak everywhere else, 
and this isas serlous a disability to him as 
that which disqualifies Mr. Cleveland.’’ But 
is Mr. Hill weak everywhere else except 
New York? Was Mr. Tilden weak 
everywhere else except New York be- 
fore his nomination? Was Mr. Cleve- 
land? If Mr. Watterson has kept 
his eyes open he must have perceived that 
Mr. Hill is better known and has a larger 
following throughout the country than Sey- 
mour, or Tilden, or Cleveland, or any other 
democratic aspirant prior to his nomination. 
This fact is too striking and significant not 
to attract attention. It cannot have escaped 
the observation of those who watch the po- 
litical sentiment of the country. Why Mr. 
Watterson or any other democratic leader 
should ignore it altogether we cannot under- 
stand, 

Mr, Watterson puts forward the name of 
Senator Carlisle. But he does not tell us 
What advantage Mr. Carlisle has over Mr. 
Cleveland so far as availability is concerned. 
He has to begin with the sectional disabil- 
ity which fate or circumstance has visited 
on the southern leaders, Ieis opposed to 
the free coinage of silver;, he would be ob- 
noxious to the farmers of the south and 
west. In other words, the nomination of 
Mr. Carlisle would be a doubtful experi- 
ment, Can he carry New York? No one 
can make a definite reply to this question. 
We cannot afford to make experiments this 
year. 

The democratic party must win. We 
must have a candidate whose candidacy pre- 
sents something more than the hope of 
succes? 

With all due respect to Mr. Watterson, 
we must say that his objections to Hill ar 
trivial. They lack weight; they lack rea- 
sonableness; they are not based ona large 
and serious view of the situation.

It is more thau likely that Ignatius Don- 
nelly will capture the majority of the dele- 
gates in the St. Louis conference, 

We do not mean he will get a third party 
presidential boom, but that he will largely 
dominate the rank and file of that organiza- 
tion. Donnelly is an intellectual meteor. 
He is gifted with the graces of style, and is 
master of the art of expression, whether he 
uses his pen or his tongue. Familiar with 
the literature of scholars, and able to clothe 
his thoughts in splendid diction, he has the 
happy knack of pouring forth his eloquence 
in a torrent of sonorous words, stately sen- 
tences and ringing periods that strike the 
fancy, touchthe hearts and linger in the 
ears of the masses. Apparently without 
effort, he becomes an oratorical eruption, 
throwing off scintillant vapor, and showers 
of epigrams and bright paradoxes. 

Of course such a man captures a crowd. 
Imagine Jack Cade with the education of 
the Admirable Crichton and the oratory of 
Beb Ingersvull, and you have Donnelly! 

All this is not saying that the third party 
apostle lacks honesty. On the contrary, we 
believe him to be absolutely sincere and 
devoted to his impossible reforms. But he 
isa crank, all the same. In his speeches 
to the St. Louis delegates he is historical, 
classical, metaphorical and exaggerative. 
Hie tells them that they are going to over- 
throw the vampires of monopoly, wipe out 
Mason and Dixon’s line and the color line, 
give the American people prosperity, make 
the man who creates own what he creates, 
take the robber claws from the throat of in- 
dustry, and take possession of the govern- 
ment. The conference itself he calls the 
most tremendous event in American history, 
the efflorescence of the constitution and the 
declaration of independence—an event so 
august that beside it the conventions of the 
old parties will simply be ‘‘coagulations 
of unprincipled politiclans to divide the 
plunder of the republic.”’ 

It is enough to make the average man 
stare and gasp to hear such magniloquent 
stuff, and its effect upon men already de- 
termined to organize a third party to reform 
the world can easily be imagined. And yet 
Donnelly will cut no figure in the division 
of the higher party offices. He is a mere 
trumpeter. His silvery blasts call the clans 
together and rally them for the fray, but in 
their sober moments his followers say: 
‘This fellow is too bright. He must be 
unbalanced, He devoted a third of his life 
to proving that Bacon wrote Shakespeare’s 
plays. Clearly, he is a crank!” 

And his followers will be right when they 
pronounce this judgment. Steer clear of 
these meteors and dazzling wonders, ye wise 
reformers. Use them, but do not promote 
them. Let your leaders and figure-heads be 


‘men of sage aspect, of owlish look, with 


deliberation and public care deep upon their 
fronts engraven, as Milton hgs it. Look 
upon Donnelly as your lemon—squeeze him 
dry, then cast him aside and reach out for 
another!

FROM CLEVELAND TO HILL. 


Two Well-Known Georgians Givo Their 
Views of the Situation. 

New Yorx«, February 24.—[Speciai.]—A corre- 
spondent of THE CONSTITUTION mot Mr. hd H, 
Dorsey, of Athens, Ga., who 1s connected with the 
house of Nomberger, Kraus, Laur & Co., the larg- 
est clothing house in the Usited States, who 
came here about two weeks ago one of the strong- 
est Cleveland men in the land. 

“T have changed my mind,” said Mr. Dorsey, 
speakingin reference to the presidential candi- 
dates. “I believe Hillis the man for the demo- 
crats to nominate. He is a winner. I am for 
Cleveland, but there is no chance at all for him. 
The democrats of this state are almost so‘id for 
Hill, andI have been well acquainted with the 
politics of the state. I find that the ajlvocates of 
Mr. Cleveland are magwumps and republicans. 
The republicans are afraid of Hill, and would 
sooner see the democrats nominate any other man. 
Hill is an organizer and manager of men; the 
democrats are more solidly behind him 
than they were ever behind any man 
since I have been acquainted with poli- 
tics in this state. The best evidence of the strength 
of Mr. Hill with the democrats is the universal 
desire of the repubdheans up here to pat 
Mr. Cleveland on the back.

Idon’t think I haye meta republican 
since I have been here that don’t praise Cleveland 
and denounce Hill, [hava asked my republican 
friends, when talking with theim, if they would 
vote for Mr. Cleveland if we nominated him, and 
they proudly say no; they will stick to their party.

Weare now so.id for Hill, 
and he will get more votes than any man that can 
be nominated, 

“Wall strect’s fighton Mr. 
derson, “has given him more strength among the 
voters up here than any oné thing. It is a mis- 
take to suppose that the men who manipulate the 
markets and make their fortunes between two 
suns, control the voters up here. They take but 
little stock in pulitics, excapt to be bulis or bears, 
just as it may effect their fancy ideas. Mr. Cleve- 
land is their pet, because his office is handy, and 
they think he isin full 8yinpathy with them. An- 
other thing I find,’ said Mr. Anderson. 
“You remember that letter that was 
written by the Californian to Lord 
Sackville West, the embassader from Enecland, 
pending the campaign of 1893, I don’t approve of 
the methods that were involvedin getting Lord 
Sackville West’s opinions, but nobody has ever 
disputed the fact that bis anSwer was sincere and 
gives tho English preferance for Mr, Cleveland in 
bold terms, I finda great many Americans, and 
all the Irishmen, who are dead against Mr. Cleve- 
land forthis reason. He isin sympathy with the 
Englishon all the government questions. The 
newspapers in this country controlled by English- 
men and English, money, are his warmest and 
strongest supporters.

A General Investigation of the Labor Ques- 
tion Asked For, 

WASHINGTON, February 24.—The jattendance in 
the house was small when Speaker Crisp, looking 
somewhat improved from his short vacation, 
called the house to order. 

Mr. Tarsney, of Missouri, asked unanimous 
consent for the present considera'ion of the reso- 
lution directing the committee on labor to inves- 
tigate—tirst.whether the continuance of the eight- 
hour law and its enforcement are desirable; sec- 
ond, by what methods, and to what extent has the 
law been evaded; third, whether amendments are 
required to provide for the practical enforcement 
of the law; fourth, whether any convict labor is 
being used by the United States or any contractor 
or subcontractor in the construction or repair of 
public works; fifth, whether fhe product.of con- 
vict labor is being furnished to any department 
of the government. 

There was no objection, and the.resolution was 
adopted. 

The house then went into committee of the 
whole (Bynuin, of Indiana, in the chair), on the 
Indian ys ae bill. Afier disposing of 
forty-six of the sixty pages of the bill, the com- 
mittee rose. 

Senate amendments to the census deficiency bi!! 
were non-concurred in, and a conference commit- 
tee, cgmposed of Messrs. Sayers, Holmap and 
Dingley, was ordered. The house then adjourned. 


Buying Up the Railroad Bonds. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., February 24.—[Speciai.]—Dur- 
ing the past few weeks a large amount of railroad 
securities have left Savannah for the north. They 
were principally bonds, and were purchased 
through brokers here, mainly by parties inter- 
ested in the Terminal system. This is taken as 
evidence that those in position to know the prob- 
able outcome of the reorganization now going on 
are confident that it will be successful, and are 
clearing Savannah out of its possessions and 
other Georgia railroad bonds expected to be 
heavy gainers financially thereby.

Naval stores operators have re- 
duced the price of all labor 10 per cent.”

Tre Consecration at St. Luke’s Yesterday 
Was an Imposing Ceremonial. 


FIGHT BISHOPS FORMED THE PRESBYTERY 


And Bishop Quintard, of Tennessee, Was 
Presiding Bishop—A Most Dis- 
tinguished Assemblage. 


With tho most impressive ceremonies 
Cleland Kinloch Nelson was consecrated as 
bishop of Georgia yesterday. 

The imposing ceremonial was performed at 
gt. Luke’s, and the pretty little flower-gar- 
landed cathedral was filled tothe fullest ex- 
tent. Hundreds were turned away unable 
¢o find seats, or even standing room. 

The programine makers had named the hour 
of 10 o'clock for the beginning of the consecra- 
tion services, but long before that hour the seats 
fn the rear ofthe hall, which were not re- 
gerved for the clergy, were filled by eager 
spectators. 

It was a beautiful day, with the air and odor 
and sunshine of springtime—the very day for 
gach an auspicious event. Every condition 
was favorable to the occasion, and it passed off 
without asinglo mishap. It could not have 
passed off more smoothly had those taking 
part in it rehearsed their part a score of 
times. 

The decorations were in exquisite taste. 
The chance! was draped with many folds of 
goft white caught here and there with clusters 
of ferns and cailas. Over the bishop’s chair 
was an exquisite flower piece of frisias sus- 
pended by white ribbons. The lectern and 
pulpit were also draped in white, artistically 
caught with ferns. The font was filled with 
ferns, cal!as and bride roses, most artistically. 

By half-past 9 o'clock the cathedral was 
filled in every part, With the exception of two 
rows of front seats, reserved for the clergy. 
There were present many distinguished peo- 
ple from all parts of Georgia, among them 
prominent ministers of other denominations 
as well as very many Episcopalians, 

Mrs, Nelson, the wife of the bishop-elect, 
occapied 4 front seat with a lady from South 
Bethlehem. 

The space in the rear end of the church was 
packed with people, who stood during the 
ceremonies. 


t9o’clock ashort service was held, con- | 


ducted by Rev. Letzhton Coleman, of the dio- 
cese of Delaware, and Rey. Reverdy Estill, of 
Kentucky. 

The Procession Arrives. 

At half-past 9 o’clock the bishops and clergy- 
men assembied in St. Andrew’s Brotherhood 
roo: iminediaiely under the altar. They 
robed themseives in their clerical vestments, 
and a more imposing assemblage never congre- 
gated together in Atlanta. 

Headed by Dr. Robert S. Barrett and Mr. R. 
B. Toy tle procession marched out to the 
gtreets, aud entered the west entrance of the 
cathedral. 

As the procession reached the door of the 
cathedral the choir began singing hymn 202, 
of the Episcopal hymn book. 

“Thechurch’s one foundation 
Is Jesus Christ, her Lord.” 

The long procession took up the hymn, and 
as they marched slowly down tho aisle tho 
swoet hymn swelled into rapturous melody. 

Foliowing Dr. Barrett and Mr. Toy came 
the choir of sma!l bovs and men witha num- 
ber of additional voices. Behind them 
marched the clergy, and bringing up the rear 
were tho eight bishops and _ Bishop- 
elect $Noilson, with Bishop Rulison, 
his life-long friend. 

The bishops with their magnificent robes 
formed a splendid pageant as they marched 
inside the beautifully decorated altar railing, 
and took tleir seats around the flower- 
decked altar. 

Bishop Quintard seated himself in the 
bishop’s chair at the extreme end of the chan- 
col. It was prefusely covered with flowers. 
On hisright sat bishops Howe, Whitehead and 
Ralison, and to the left, forming a half circle, 
gat tle other bishops. 

The clergy, dressed in their ministerial 
robes, occupied the two front rows of seats. 

Bishop-elect Nelson occupied a _ beautifal 
piush chair, in the aisle, immediately in front 
ofthe presiding b:shop. He wore a simple 
Fector’s . robe—the rochet—and over it a 
girdled alb, with his stole. 

The tall figure of the bishop-elect, of mas- 
slyo proportions, surmounted by an inte!lect- 
wal head and clear-cut features, bespeaking 
great strength of character, and a spiendid re- 
Serve force, aitracied great attention. He sat 
guiet anderect, watching the services prelim- 
ihary to the consecration—the cynosure of all 
eyes, 

The ceremony was according to the ritual 
of thie church, as printed fully in last Sunday’s 
ConsTiIturion, 

The Commenion Service. 

The communion service, the regular Epis- 
eopal service on such occasions, occupied about 
fifteen minutga. 

Bishop Quintard read the first collectina 
deep voice, attracting greatattention. Bishop 
Howe read the epistle beginning: ‘'Thisisa true 
Saying, ifaiman desire the ottice of a bishop, 
he desireth a good work.” 

Bishop Theodore Lyman read St. John 
XXI, 15. 

Read by these men—towers of. inte!lectual 
Strength—these familiar passages seemed to 
take on a new micaning, and evoke a new and 
greater interest. 

The Sermon. 

After the readings by the three distin- 
guished bishops, Bishop Kulison stepped to 
the pulpit and began the consecration sermon. 
The sermon was one of extraordinary power, 
showing deep thought and careful preparation. 
The strictest attention was paid the learned 
Speaker as the words of ripe thought fell from 
his lips, embellished with many pretty pieces 
of imagery and splendid gems of oratory. It

speaker, in the course of his great discourse, 

Gre qualities that have a pretty large place in

it strange. The boatmen let down the nets, 
and immediately they were filled.

The Bishop- Elect. 


At the conclusion of the powerful sermon 
Bishop Rulison turned and faced Bishop- 

tiect Nelson. Tho bishop-elect arose and 
stood before the speaker. 

And here came the most improssive portion 
of the ceremony. These two men have been 
friends of a lifetime, lived in the same village, 
walked and worked together. Speaking to 
the bishop-elect, who listened with deep 
— visible on his face, Bishop Rulison 
said: 

‘You will know better by and by the full 
meaning of this call, the depth of the respon- 
sibilities and anxieties of the highest office in 
the church of God. 

“I know that you have pondered this in 
your heart, and have wondered ‘who is sufli- 
cient for these things.’ You have never been 
slothful in the Lord’s business, and there aro 
those here today, who know you, and love you 
and have come with me a thousand miles to 
cheer you at your consecration, and who would 
gladly join with me in the testimony that I 
now bear before this peop!e to the zeal and 
wisdom with which you have done your work 
during the last decade. I have no doubt that 
God’s blessing will be vouchsafed you here as 
it was when you were ours. I say ‘ours,’ 
May I not say mine? For eight years you and 
I have lived side by side; we have talked, and 
planned, and worked, and worshiped together.

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We have walked in each other’s homes 
and in the house of God = as 
friends. I think I know your’ worth 
and, knowing it, 1 bespeak for you a loving re- 
ception and a loyal support. 

‘After all, a bishop is more of a father than 
a prince—more of a shepherd than a governor. 
I am sure that you will be a good shepherd, 
and will follow the example of the great 
bishop and shepherd of us all, and go before 
your flock, leading them-in the right way.” 

Presenting the Bishop. 

At the conclusion of Bishop Rulison’s ad- 
dress, Bishop Leighton Coleman, of Delaware, 
and Bishop Cortlandt Whitehead stepped for- 
ward to present the bishop-elect. Bishop 
Coleman took the place of Bishop Peterkin, of 
West Virginia, who was kept away onaccount 
of the illness of his father, 

The presenters said in chorus, standing one 
on each side of the bishop-elect: ‘Rev- 
erend Father in God, we present unto 
you this godly and well-learned man to bo 
ordained and consecrated bishop.”’ 

The testimonials were then road, the bishop- 
elect standing. Rov. F. F. Reese read the 
certificates of election. Rev. W. C. Hunter 
read a certificate from Mr. Z. D. Harrison, 
ceriifying that the consent of ail the standing 
committees had been given to the consecra- 
tion. He also read a certificate from Presiding 
Bishop John Williams, of Connecticut, certi- 
fying that a majority of the house of bishops 
had consented to the censecration, and author- 
izing Bishop Quintard to consecrate Bishop- 
Elect Nelson. 

The Promise of Conformance. 

Bishop Nelson knelt before the presiding 
bishop and repeated the promise of conform- 
ance in aciear, even voice. It is as follows: 

In the name of God, amen. I, Cieland Kintoch 
Nelson, chosen bishop of the Protestant Episcopal 
chureh, in the diocese of Georgia, do pronilae 
conformity and obedience to the doctrine, 
discipiine and worship of the Protestant Epis- 
copai church in the states of America. 
So help me God, through Jesus Christ. 

Afterthe oath of conformance had_ been 
repeatedin a most impressive manner, the 
congrezation knelt while the litany was sung, 
led by Bishop Leighton Coieman, of Deia- 
ware. 

Impressive, imposing, inspiring, was the so}- 
eimn scene, as the bishops knelt reverently 
around the altar, and the tender voices of the 
boy choir sang the beautiful litany. Thoso 
who witnessed it will never forget it. 

Atthe conclusion of the litany the cxam- 
ination ofthe bishop-elect was made. The 
questions were read out of the ritual by 
Bishop Quiutard, and the answers made by 
the bishop-elcct, also’ reading from the 
triual. 

When the examination was completed and 
the presiding bishop had declared the bishop- 
elect worthy of cousecration, Rev. Chauncey 
C. Willia:ns, of Augusta, and Rev. J. G. 
Minnigerode, of Louisville, stepped inside the 
altar and escorted the bishop-elect into the 
southern wing of the cathedral. 

While they were out the congregation sang, 
‘Veni Creator,”? Lymn 137, with wuch fervor. 
Laying On of Hands, 

While they were still singing the bishop- 
eloct returned dressed in a splendid bishop's 
robe, which had been presented to him by his 
former parishioners in South Bethlehem. «- 

He knelt before the altar, and the 
bishops gathered in @ circie about 
him, their hands uplifted. Slowly their 
hands descended until they touched the head 
of the kneeling bishop. While their hands 
were still resting on the bishop’s head the 
presiding bishop made a short invocation as 
laid down in the ritual. 

Bishop Quintard stepped forward and pre- 
sented the newly made bishop with a Bible, 
giving a short exhortation upon its use. 

When this solemn performance was ended 
the congregation stood and sung the Nicene 
creed—Harvey Lolir, in C. 

The beautiful affectoriunm—‘‘How Lovely 
Are the Messengers,”’ Mende.ssohn—was next 
sung, with much feeling. 

The ushers then took up a collection for the 
benefit of diocesan missious. 

Tho Communion. 

The communion was then partaken of. 
Bishop Quintard led in the communion sery- 
ices, passing the bread and wine to the 
bishops. ! 

After the bishops” had partaken 
of the communion, the clergy came inside the 
altarand knelt, while the communion was 
served by Bishops Nelson, Quintard, Lyman 
and Jackson. A number of the laity partic- 
ipated in the communion service. 

The choir sang: 

Sing Alleluia forth in duteous praise, 
O citizens of heaven; and sweetly raise 
An endless Alleluia, 
when the commuion service was over. 

This was followed by the singing of hymn

In the singing of these two hymns, 
both selected by Bishop Nelson, the 
choir and congregation seemed to 
catch the spirit of the composer, as well as of 
the importance of the occasion. They sang 
the beautiful lines with great fervor 
and earnestness. 

Bishop Quintard stepped to the front and 
said the benediction tenderly and reveren- 


tially, and while the congregation was still | 
singing hymn 456, the procession marched out 
through the left wing of the cathedral, in the 
order in which it had entered. 

Bishop Nelson and Bishop Jackson marched 
out at the head of the bishops. 

The voice of the choir was heard as it 
marched into the basement, growing fainter 
and fainter. 

Ina moment the last of the bishops had 
ome ge through the door, and it was closed -be- 

indthem. The altar, with its pretty floral 
decorations, was doserted. 

For a minute the people stood ay pa = 
awed, deepin thought, Then asif suddenly 
recollecting themselves the great congregation 
turned and moved slowly out of the church. 

The consecration was over. 

The Bishop Receives. 

In a minute after the cathedral had been 
einptied the St. Andrews Brotherhood room 
was filled. 

Ladies, gentlemen and children crowded 
around the new bishop. They did not wait 
for an Introduction, they pushed through the 
crowd and reached for the bishop’s outstretched 
hand. .He stood orect In the midst of the 
WH throng, smiling, bowing and shaking 

ands. 

It was a warm greeting—a spontaneous 
reception to tho new bishop of Georgia. He 
seemed pleased with the gracious welcome 
given him, and shookthe hands of those who 
crowded about him with marked cordiality. 

This informal reception lasted for a half 
hour, during which time several hundred peo- 
ple shook Bishop Nelson's: hand. 

The Bishop Remembered. 

The high esteem in which Bishop Nelson is 
held by his former parishioners was shown by 
their remembrances yesterday. At the con- 
clusion of the consecration services yesterday, 
Bishop Qulntard placed a handsome sapphire 
ring on his finger. It was a bishop’s ring, the

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STRANDED THEY ARE, 


And Hungry and Homesick ina Big 
City. 


THOUGHT THEY'D REACHED LIBERIA, 


But They Had Only Got to New York, and 
Now They Are Sorry They Went. 
The Sunny South Has Charms, 


The Liberian refugees are stuck in New 
York. 

That is—those. who have been able to got 
that farare stranded. They are some who 
passed through Atlanta not long ago. 

Here’s the story in brief: 

The members of the shipping and commission 
firm of Yates & Porterfield, of No. 19 William 
street, were most disagreeably surprised yester- 
day at receiving information that a second con- 
tingent of negro colonists for Liberia were 
stranded in the city. This company, numbering 
thirty-four men, women and children, reached 
New York, from Savannah, on the Ocean Line 
steamer City of Augusta, late on Satarday after- 
noon, and, but for the kindness of the officers and 
agents of the steamship company they, like the 
larger party who arrived unheralded on Saturday, 
would have been a chargo upon the charitable 
members of the community. 

The above paragraph is the introduction to 
a three-column illustrated storyin The New 
York Herald which reached here yesterday. 
It gives the details of the most pitiab!e condi- 
tion ofa crowd of African exodustefs who 
have reached New York and are unable to pro- 
ceed with their intended journey. | 

These deluded negroes were lured from 
home in Arkansas by African talk and the ef- 
fective persuasion of the Rev. Judge Thornton, 
& preacher of the Gaston type. Thornton, who 
was possessed of more than ordinary negro in- 
telligence, had, itis said, read the letters of 
Bishop Turner and supplemented them with 
glowing pictures of peace and plenty in the 
land of Africa, drawn from his own imagina- 
tion. He called his flock together and organ- 
ized a colonization society and as soon as 
money enough had beer secured the party of 
thirty-four shipped for New York. 

They reached New York, as The Herald 
report says, thinking that Liberia was only a 
few miles the other side. They found, how- 
ever, that the distance was 

Much Further Than They Supposed, 
and that no ship, on which they could secure 
passage under any circumstances, would sail 
for Liberia before March 10th. 

Justimagine this lot of ignorant Arkansas 
country negroes in the city of New York, with 
no means of going further or returning home, 
lightly clad, in the rigid climate of the north 
at this season, and with no sheiter or food! 

They are reported to be thoroughly satisfied, 
and would gladly return to their farms and 
kinsfolk in Arkansas, if they could; but they 
can’t. They find no sympathetic feeling for 
the old slaves and warm hospitality in the 
great city of New York, as they would were 


they in a southern city. They must suffer for } 


their folly, for there is no alternative? 

The arrival of cargoes of deluded southern 
negroesin New York has become of weekly 
and often of daily occurrence, and, in almost 
every case, they meet the fate of the party re- 
ferred to in this story. 

Sometimes they are in charge of emigration 
agents who have ftleeced them out of all they 
possessed, and take them as faras New York 
on cheap excursion rates and leave them

straniled. Tho people among whom they are 
left know nothing about the habits, disposi- 
tion or requirements of this class of negroes, 
and would not know what to do with them 
were they inclined to aid them. 

The African exodus craze is raging all over 
the southern states, and is led mostly by 
preachers and purported reformers, who are 
generally the tools of northern white men. 
The negroes are selling, giving away and sac- 
rificing everything they possess and turning 
over the money to their preachers and leaders 
to secure their passage to Africa,fjust as sevy- 
eral hundred have done and are continuing 


to do.: 

If the Atlanta party ever starts at all—which 
seems exceedingly doubtful—they gill, prob- 
ably, meot a similar experience to &. crowds 
of exodusters now on the verge of starvation in 
New York.

The commission several weeks ago went to 
work and fixed a schedule of rates for the 
express companies ata very much lower basis 
of freight charges than has heretofore been 
a by the companies, 
ao way the sacs asked for by the commis- 
gion was that the express men shouid not 
charge 25 cents for any package as a 
minimum costin their business. As itis, the 
companies will not take a package for less 
than 25 cents, no mater what the 
distance nor how light the weight. The com- 
mission clianged this. 
But the express companies showed the great 
expense of handling packages however small, 


and the commission finally rescinded the rule 
F requiring a change. 


The Latest Sci edule. 


The proof-sheets of the new schedule of 
rates fixed by the commission have been re- 
ceived at the office of the commissioners and 
are being shaped up for publication in 
pamphlet form. 

One of the chief changes in the old rates to 
be noted on the Jatest schedule is that long- 
distance freightsare made much lower than 
are now in vogue by the companies. 

For instance, alter a package has gone 100 
miles by express, for the next fifty miles it 
will goat 15 cents a hundred pounds, while 20 
cents ts now charged. 

From 15° niles to °00 miles freight will go 
at 10 cents a liundred, and for distances over 
900 miles it wil! go at 3 cents a hundred.

THE PROHIBITIONISTS OF GEORGIA, 


Through Their Executive Committee, 
So Declare—The Resolutions 
They Passed. 


The Georgia Prohibition Association be- 


lieves in the local option law. 

This was formally declared yesterday by the 
executive committee of the association, which 
beld a session in this city. 

Tho executive committee met yesterday in 
the Chamber of Commerce at 10 o'clock and 
was called to order by Hon. ©, R. Pringle, 
president. He explained thatthe object of 
the mecting was to consider the policy to be 
pursued this year by prohibitionists. Letters 
were read from General William Phillips, 
Professor H. A. Scomp, Rev. H. Sebastian 
Doyle and Rey. J. B. Hunnicutt. 

Stirring speeches were made by Rov. M..J. 
Cofer, lev. T. Christian, Rev. Walker 
Lewis, J. D. Canningham and F. M. Richard- 
son. 

ltev...T. T. Christian was unanimously 
elected a momber of the executive committee 
in the fifth congressional district to filla va- 
cancy. 

The following resolutions were offered by 
Rov. M. J. Cofer and unanimously adopted: 

Whereas, It isthe opinion of this committee 
thatas much good has been done in our state 
under the local option law in closing the barrooms 
as we could reasonably expect, and 

Whereas, It is manifestly the policy of the state 
to rid itself of the liquor curse. Therefore, — 

tesolved, That the executive committee 
urgently requests all the temperance voters of the 
state to see to it that such men are voted for in 
the primaries who will properly represent in the 
next legislature not only the wishes of their con- 
stitnents but the great need of the state, by 
amendin the local option law, or by passing a 
general law making provision fora sufliciency of 
alcoholic liquors fur tmedicinal,  sacramcutal, 
manufacturing and mechanical purposes, and 
prohibiting its sale for any other purposes. 

Resolved, That we extend hearty greetings to 
ail temperance and prohibition organizations, . -

AN OBSERVATORY AT GRANT PARK. 


The Weather Department Proposes to 
Establish a New Statian. 

Atkanta’s weather bureau needs an additional 
observatory and a place is being looked for. The 
weather department in Washington is establish- 
ing new observatories {n all the large cities, and 
Mr. Morrill was instructed to find a suitable place 
in or near Atlanta. One condition is that the 
price must be small, 

Mr. Morrill, in looking around, conceived the 
idea of adding to the new public comfort building 
at Grant park and having the observatory ou - 
there. 

The park commissioners were to meet last Sat- 
urday and decide whether they were willing for 
the changes to be made, but, owing tothe ab- 
sence of Mr. Gress, the president, the meeting 
was oN ag a week. 

Mr. John Falvey was asked yesterday what he 
thought of the proposition. 

“IT do not think there will be any doubt about 
the commissioners constnting to the change,” he 
said. ‘The observatory would e€ an 
vbject of interest and add a good deal 
to the attractiveness of the park. After the park 
commissioners act, the council will have to then 
pass on it and make the 3 but if the 
park wants it that will be all right.” 

Mr. Golucke, who planned the building as it 
now stands, was called on to make plans for the 
necessary changes and estimate the full cost. The 
lans have been completed, and will be taken be- 
fore the park commissioners next Saturday. The 
changes will not cost over one thousand doliars at 
the most. 

“Atlanta needs a new observatory and should 
have one outgide the city where an observation 
can be obtained free from the heat and glare of 
the buildings.” said Observer Morrill. ‘The 
smoke and dust often interfere with making a 
true ob-eryation. Grant park strikes me as be- 
ing the best place. Out there we have nothing 
but thetrue atmosphere, and can get the true 
condition of the climate. It is nota settled thing 


yet, but it is almost certain that the government | 


will establish an observatory if a Suitable site can 
be secured. There would be some extra 
expense. For instance, another man would 
have to be employed, telegraph and 
telephone connections made and new instru- 
ments bought.” 

Mr. Morrill is very anxious to make the weather 
bureau an educational feature. He says that that 
is tohis mind one of its chief functions, and that 
this building wonid be kept open to visitors with 
& courteous man there to explain things and show 
people about. It would be an object of decided 
interest in the park. 

The height from the ground tothe weather-vane 
is seventy-two feet, and would attract visitors 
from all over the park. The weather signals 
could be run up out there as wellas at the post- 
oOllice,
